The Aga Khan Awards Program was 
established in 1977 by the Aga Khan 
Foundation to encourage excellence in all 
fields of Islamic arts and sciences. The 
first Khan Awards for architecture were 
presented in 1980 to fifteen projects deem- 
ed successful in preserving the traditions 
of Islamic culture while creating a contem- 
porary architectural solution. The winners 
were among 200 nominations from 30 
countries. 


William L. Porter, FAIA and Professor 
Oleg Grabar will review the results of the 
second Aga Khan Award for Architecture 
presented in September 1983. The award 
is given every three years. 


Mr. Porter is the Director of the Aga 
Khan Program for Islamic Architecture at 
M.I.T. and Harvard Professor of Archi- 
tecture in the School of Architecture and 
Planning at M.I.T. 


Prof. Grabar is Aga Khan Professor of 
Islamic Art and Architecture at Harvard. 


Ramses Wissa Wassef, Architect 


The Aga Khan Program for Islamic 
Architecture, administered jointly by Har- 
vard and M.I.T., was established to pro- 
mote research and teaching in Islamic art, 
architecture, and urbanism. 


His Highness the Aga Khan, leader of the 
world’s Ismaili Muslims, has given to each 
institution an endowment that will perma- 
nently support instruction, student aid, 
and library support in those disciplines, 
including professorial chairs at the two 
universities. 


The Aga Khan has developed the awards 
program, the program at M.I.T. and Har- 
vard, and Mimar magazine to raise the 
level of international awareness about the 
importance of designing buildings appro- 
priate to their particular place or region 
and responsive to the Islamic cultural 
tradition. He has also recently inaugurated 
a new University in Pakistan, which in- 
cludes a 721-bed teaching hospital and 
medical college aimed at improving the 
quality of health care in the developing 
world.

News from the Board of 
Registration of Architects 


As of July 1, 1984, an NAAB accredited 
architectural degree is a requirement for 
NCARB Certification, with the exception 
that an ‘‘alternative’’ education program 
can be substituted for the accredited 
degree. The ‘‘alternative’’ procedure is 
currently being established and it is an- 
ticipated that it will be on line on January 
1, 1985. Information as to the procedure 
can be obtained by writing to NCARB 
Headquarters in Washington, DC. 


Robert L. Tessier of Tessier Associates 
Inc., a Springfield area architectural firm, 
was elected NCARB’s second vice presi- 
dent at NCARB’s annual meeting last 
June. 


A standard Commonwealth of Massachu- 
setts wall certificate is issued to all new 
registrants in Massachusetts. The quality 
of the standard certificate is such that 
many registrants have requested that the 
Board make available engrossed cer- 
tificates, similar to the wall certificates 
previously issued in Massachusetts, for 
those individuals who may wish to pur- 
chase them. In response to that request, 
the Board has obtained engrossed cer- 
tificates and one may be ordered by any 
Massachusetts registered architect by send- 
ing a $15.00 check, made out to the Com- 
monwealth of Massachusetts, to the 
Board of Registration with the inclusion 
of a photocopy of their present certificate. 


This year 462 candidates took the 
Architectural Registration Examination in 
Massachusetts. Results of the exam will be 
sent out in September. 


There are currently 4,039 architects 
registered in Massachusetts (this includes 
in-state and out-of-state architects). 


The Board is in the process of revising the 
laws, as well as the Rules & Regulations, 
governing the practice of architecture with 
the intent of making the documents more 
current and consistent with architectural 
practice. The most important issue to be 
considered will be the requirement of an 
NAAB accredited architectural degree (or 
the alternative education program) and 
the completion of the Intern Development 
Program (I.D.P.) for admission to the 
Architectural Registration Examination 
(A.R.E.). The Board will welcome written 
comments and suggestions. A public hear- 
ing on the matter is planned in October.

Member).

Who We Are and 
What We Do (DCPO) 


The Division of Capital Planning and 
Operations DCPO has prepared a series 
of brochures on various topics which 
should interest anyone interested in doing 
state work. The first article in the series is 
entitled Who We Are and What We Do: 
The Division of Capital Planning and 
Operations (DCPO) was established in 
1981 to improve the process of public 
construction within the Commonwealth. 
DCPO oversees new building construction 
and renovation for all state agencies. In 
this role, DCPO serves as the client for a 
substantial statewide construction 
program. 


In addition to overseeing design and con- 
struction of state buildings, DCPO has 
responsibility for all of the state’s real 
property functions: purchase, sale, lease 
and maintenance of land, buildings and 
facilities. 


The Division of Capital Planning and 
Operations performs its duties through 
eight offices: 


— The Capital Planning Budgeting Office 
is responsible for assisting agencies in 
preparation of long range capital facilities 
development plans, production of the 
capital budget document, and evaluation 
of capital project requests. 


— The Office of Programming completes 
in-house studies or manages outside con- 
sultants who perform studies which 
evaluate the need for projects using 
capital funds, program project size and 
location, correlate projects with an 
agency’s long range plan, and analyze 
project’s impacts on the operating 
budget. 


— The Office of Project Management 
oversees the design and construction ac- 
tivities associated with new construction 
and major renovations of state-owned 
property throughout the Commonwealth. 


— The Office of Facilities Management 
undertakes projects intended to alleviate 
problems common among state-owned 
buildings. These projects include preven- 
tive maintenance and repair, emergency 
repair, energy conservation and other effi- 
ciency improvements, and projects to 
fulfill state building objectives such as ac- 
cessibility for the handicapped, and fire, 
health, and safety code compliance. 


— The Office of Contract Administration 
oversees public bidding procedures for all 
construction projects using capital funds. 


— The Office of Real Property acts as the 
clearinghouse for all real property trans- 
actions. 


— The Office of Finance and Adminis- 
tration is responsible for the fiscal and ad- 
ministrative operation of the Division of 
Capital Planning and Operations. 


— The Bureau of State Office Buildings 
supervises the maintenance, security, and 
parking of the State House, state offices 
in Boston, Springfield, and Pittsfield, and 
all surplus state properties, in addition to 
directing the Capitol Police Force.

Dear Fellow Architects: 


Several months ago I wrote a column in 
the BSA Chapterletter giving you an over- 
view of activities at the Division of 
Capital Planning and Operations (DCPO). 
At that time I mentioned DCPO’s efforts 
to emphasize excellence in design for state 
projects. Let me take this opportunity to 
bring you up to date on some of our 
activities in this area. 


First, this month a designer will be 
selected for the $28 million project of 
renovation, repairs, and upgrading of the 
Massachusetts State House. This is the 
next step in a major effort underway to 
provide long range improvements to the 
building fabric and environmental systems 
of the State House. There have been 
many uncoordinated changes over the last 
decade which have contributed to the 
chaotic nature of alterations to the build- 
ing. More recently, DCPO has undertaken 
separate studies on roofing, exterior 
tepairs, office modernization and im- 
provements to the heating and cooling 
systems. Additional requirements for TV 
broadcasting, computers, and telecom- 
munications are also making demands on 
the historic structure. Separate improve- 
ment actions will only add to the existing 
confusion unless they are provided in an 
integrated way. 


There is now an opportunity to integrate 
structural and mechanical solutions with 
functional space changes. The overall goal 
is to restore the State House in a histor- 
ically sensitive way while carrying out cor- 
rective maintenance and modernizing of 
building support systems resulting in a 
durable building with structure, site, ser- 
vices and management suitable for the 
next 50 years. 


The designer and consultant team selected 
will provide design services, preparation 
of plans, and supervision for repairs, 
renovations, upgrading of the State House 


exterior building structure, building sup- 
port systems, public and office spaces, 
and improvements to the site and land- 
scaping. 


The design team will participate, with 
DCPO and the State House Advisory 
Committee in an effective decision-making 
process to resolve a number of design 
issues concerning coordination of new 
building systems with the design of, not 
only major historic public spaces, but also 
offices and other functional areas. 


A second project addresses design excel- 
lence in a more general way. This fall, 
DCPO will initiate an awards program to 
provide recognition for examples of excel- 
lence in state building design and studies 
prepared under DCPO’s jurisdiction. 


Work of designers on large projects will 
be nominated seperately for awards in 
four categories: 


— Excellence in new construction proj- 
ects, 


— Excellence in renovations or repair 
work, 


— Excellence in the preparation of 
studies, including programs, and 


— Excellence in fundamentals (construc- 
tion documents, supervision, etc.) of con- 
struction. 


Any building project or study completed 
under DCPO’s direction for state agencies 
is eligible to be nominated for an award. 
Buildings must be completed and occu- 
pied, and studies must be completed with 
the final report approved by DCPO and 
the user agency. Work of a jury member’s 
firm is not eligible to receive an award. 


Preliminary nominations will be requested 
from state user agencies and DCPO staff. 
These nominations will be reviewed by a 
committee of DCPO staff in order to 
select finalist nominees. 


The designer responsible for each project 
nominated as a finalist in the Awards Pro- 
gram will be asked to submit material to 
be used in judging. Several distinguished 
Massachusetts architects as well as DCPO 
staff will serve on the jury which will 
select award winners. 


Awards will be publicly announced by 
DCPO and the MDAA. Winners and 
nominated finalists will receive a printed 
certificate. There will be an exhibition of 
boards prepared by nominees and win- 
ners, and boards will also be displayed at 
DCPO offices, at user agencies, and at 
other special exhibits and trade shows to 
publicize projects completed for the Com- 
monwealth which exemplify the attain- 
ment of excellence in public building 
design. 


Detailed guidelines for the DCPO Awards 
Program will be available in September 
from DCPO for those interested. Nomina- 
tions from state user agencies will be due 
at DCPO by October 15, and winners will 
be announced in December. 


DCPO Announce Upcoming 
Studies and Design Projects 


Several Planning Studies for State Col- 
leges, Community Colleges, and Univer- 
sities to be Advertised 


The Board of Regents and the Division of 
Capital Planning and Operations are 
beginning a joint planning and educa- 
tional program planning. There is evi- 
dence that the pool of students from 
which both public and private institutions 
draw will decline markedly over the next 
ten to fifteen years. This coupled with in- 
creasing costs in capital construction, the 
age, type and distribution of space and 
physical plants, and changes in program 
emphasis requires that planning efforts in 
the near future focus in priority order on: 


¢ Preservation and reuse of physical 
stock 


¢ Energy conservation and operating 
efficiency 


© Additions and expansion 


The Office of Programming has initially 
targeted fourteen institutions where con- 
sultants will be asked to provide services 
within the framework of comprehensive 
planning guidelines. Services and products 
include but are not limited to: 


© Physical conditions survey (selective) 


¢ Assessment and correlation of the in- 
stitution’s self evaluation (space inventory 
and utilization) to identify deficiencies 
and resources 


© Development of a space utilization 
program 


© Definitive building studies leading to 
a capital outlay budget and five year plan 


© Infrastructure (support systems) im- 
provements 


It is anticipated that these studies will 
begin in late November or early December 
and terminate in August of 1985 in time 
for input into the next Capital Outlay 
Budget. 


Study designers for the initial fourteen 
institutions will be selected by the 
Designer Selection Board in the next 
several months. DCPO expects to adver- 
tise for designers according to the follow- 
ing schedule:

Information Needed on 
Ground Water Levels in Back 
Bay Area 


Under a contract with the BRA, Haley & 
Aldrich, Inc. of Cambridge, MA is con- 
ducting a groundwater level study of Back 
Bay and the South End to document 
groundwater levels and to identify areas 
which have experienced lowered water 
levels. One aspect of the study is iden- 
tification of buildings or neighborhoods 
which have sustained damage or settle- 
ment due to deterioration of wood piles. 
Cases involving ground subsidence which 
may be related to lowered groundwater 
levels are also of interest. An important 
objective of the study is to determine the 
probable cause of low water levels so that 
corrective action can be taken.

Rendering Standards in Architecture 
and Design by Stephen W. Rich.

The author, who teaches at the BAC, has 
written an extremely useful book for 
developing anything from a quick perspec- 
tive to a highly detailed finished render- 
ing. It is the effective tool for architects, 
technical illustrators, mechanical engi- 
neers, carpenters, interior decorators, in- 
structors teaching college-level courses in 
perspective drawing, beginning designers 
in various fields, and the homeowner who 
wants to add to or build a house.
